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Y VWENTY times this sum- 

mer I found myself in 

the thick of an argument 
about Poland and the history 
of its boundaries. No two peo- 
ple ever agreed, and newspa- 
per articles and radio broadcasts only 
made the fog thicker. At some point 
in each discussion, I would always 
resolve to take a day off—read Polish 
history and in the next argument con- 
found all with my knowledge. Well— 
I didn’t. You know—it was hot and 
the public library was a mile away! 


During most of these discussions, 
my set of Compton’s was about three 
feet from my nose. And one day while 
a radio commentator was on the sub- 
ject of Poland, I reached the peak of 
exasperation, and, without even leav- 
ing my chair, yanked the P volume of 
Compton’s from its shelf. And there 
was a map which made everything 
crystal clear! 


Polish borders in 1772 were shown; 
the partition between Russia, Ger- 
many, and Austria in the three years 
that followed; also the Polish bound- 
aries as confirmed by the ‘Treaty of 
Riga in 1921. 
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The Compton index then sent 
me to World 
War II for full information on 


the article on 


the German-Russian partition 
of Poland in 1939. 

Moral: A set of Compton's 
is cheaper than any other prescribed 
method of reducing high blood pres- 
sure due to argument. 


(Note: Our editor thinks I should 
insert some place in my moral the 
words “If you use it.””, He couldn't be 


referring to me—could he?) 


S I approached my hotel re- 

cently, I ran into a barrage of 

newspaper sheets that had 
been caught up by the wind. And be- 
fore me on the pavement squatting 
on other newspapers were a dozen 
small boys. The solution to the mys- 
tery was “elementary’’—as Dr. Watson 
would say. These youngsters return- 
ing to base from a newspaper salvage 
mission had evidently discovered the 
“funnies” at my corner. And some 
way I felt quite cheered. Evidently this 
war is not going to have a disastrous 
psychological effect on the minds of 
American ten-year-olds. 
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Some Recent Geographical Publications

HE tidal wave of new books, at- 

lases, and maps, a direct result of 

the upheaval of total war, is threat- 
ening to swamp librarians. A large library 
can gather them all in, the good, the bad, 
and the indifferent, but the small library 
is put in the difficult position of having to 
make a selection. 

Never before has the public been so avid 
for maps and for geographical facts. Amer- 
icans have penetrated into every part of 
the globe, and the stay-at-homes are eager 
to follow their men into strange places and 
turn to maps for better understanding. Li- 
braries are ‘flooded with demands for in- 
formation, and publishers have rallied to 
their aid and are pouring out material of 
every description. 

But the trouble with most of the new at- 
lases relating to the war is that they are too 
general in their treatment of geography, 
and skimpy in use of place names. They 
are global in effect, whereas people want to 
find detailed maps of specific areas. Noth- 
ing has been published to take the place of 
the justly celebrated European reference 
atlases—Andree, Stieler, the London 
Times atlas, or the world atlas published 
in Italy by the Consociazione Turistica 
Italiana. Even these large atlases can not 
show all the strange places to which Amer- 
icans have penetrated, but they certainly 
are useful to a reference librarian, and if 
possible, all libraries should have at least 
one of them on file. 


As it is now almost impossible to obtain . 


European atlases, we have to fall back on 
local products. The Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica World Atlas will be found very useful, 
with over 100,000 names indexed and a 
wealth of information in the accompany- 
ing text, not found in other modern atlases. 
The geographical summaries give statis- 


tics of area, population, type of gov- 
ernment, leading industrial products, 
trade, transportation and communication 
facilities, and other facts based on 1938 fig- 
ures, revised wherever possible. A very 
detailed bibliography lists the several hun-' 
dred carefully selected sources used in 
compiling these summaries. For those who 
wish the atlas without the Encyclopedia, 
an abridged edition can be obtained from 
C. S. Hammond of New York, the firm who 
prepared the plates in the atlas. This edi- 
tion lacks the geographical summaries and 
the bibliographies but has the name index 
and tables of geographical comparisons, 
with over 100 maps. 

The 1943 edition of Goode’s School Atlas 
should be included in every library, as it 
not only contains very complete maps of 
physical and economic geography, but also 
has a very useful pronouncing index of 
over 30,000 place names. 


Global Geography 


Now let us consider the new atlases 
dealing with global geography and prob- 
lems connected with the war. 

An outstanding and most useful exam- 
ple is A War Atlas for Americans prepared 
with the assistance of the Office of War 
Information, with data obtained from many 
government agencies including the War 
and Navy Departments. As Elmer Davis 
says in a foreword, this atlas is “designed 
to explain the basic pattern of this war.” 
It is historical in perspective and prophetic 
as to future decisions open to the United 
Nations. It is a useful addition to any li- 
brary and the price is acceptable to all. 
Explanatory text augments the maps, 
which are done in attractive shades of 
blue, with highlights of white and black, 
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and distinctive lettering. Additional place 
names would have increased the value of 
the atlas without marring its appearance. 

The Richard Edes Harrison atlas Look 
at the World, with its beautiful and useful 
maps, is truly global in fact and feeling, 
with interesting perspective views of the 
earth. Many of the maps have appeared in 
Fortune magazine, and are accompanied 
by simple text. There are no detail maps 
in this atlas, but the maps are for more 
permanent or rather pictorial reference. 

Erwin Raisz has tried to compress too 
much information into his Atlas of Global 
Geography. The result is somewhat indi- 
gestible. Most of the maps are on the 
oblique orthographique projection, which 
to the layman means that the continents 
and land masses are viewed “at a slant,” 
as the author expresses it. Within the lim- 
its of sixty-three pages are crammed maps 
and text reviewing the science of geopoli- 
tics, of sociology in many diverse phases, 
races and climate, world history and eco- 
nomics. But to many people who want 
their statistics as well as news in tabloid 
form, this atlas will prove a useful refer- 
ence work, 

Not to be overlooked is The Geography 
of the Peace, by the late Nicholas J. Spyk- 
man, dealing with the controversial study 
of geopolitics and containing fifty-one 
maps in sixty-six pages of text. In a very 
generalized manner these maps show the 
physical and climatic features which in- 
fluence world economy and population dis- 
tribution, and also sway political factors. 
Those interested in the study of foreign 
policy and problems of peace will find 
much to interest them in this book. 


Maps 


While the selection and filing of atlases 
is a comparatively simple matter, maps 
create a very different problem, especially 
for the small library. 

Unless there is room for map cases and 
sufficient table surface for the consultant 
to examine them conveniently, it would 


be better to have the maps mounted on 
spring rollers for wall exhibit. Attractive 
catalogs can be obtained on request from 
the large publishing firms listed in the bib- 
liography accompanying this article. These 
give full descriptions and illustrations of 
the maps available, and the various forms 
and prices of mounting. Armed with these 
catalogs, librarians can select the map 
most suited to their needs and budget. 

Many excellent maps have been issued 
recently, but for general reference pur- 
poses those published by the National 
Geographic Society in Washington are ex- 
ceptionally good. A complete set of these 
maps (for a list of them see any issue 
of the National Geographic Magazine) 
mounted as a unit on spring rollers in a 
wall cabinet would be of the greatest help 
in any library. Each map is accompanied 
by a name index. 

For maps of Latin America those pub- 
lished by the American Geographical So- 
ciety of New York are of paramount in- 
terest. Their large-scale series is in 107 
sheets, covering territory from the north- 
ern border of Mexico south to the Straits 
of Magellan, and is on the scale of 1: 1,000,- 
000 or 16 miles to the inch. These sheets 
are sold separately, and have been indexed 
for place names, by countries. Prices and 
an index to the map-sheets are available 
on request. A smaller edition of this map, 
corrected to date, has been published on 
the scale of 1:5,000,000, in three large 
sheets, available as a unit or separately. 
A name index accompanies the map, which 
shows among other things the status of 
construction of the Pan-American High- 
way, and land elevation by layer tints. 

Most librarians are unfamiliar with the 
map-making activities of our government. 
How many know that the best large refer- 
ence map of the United States is the one 
issued periodically by the General Land 
Office of the Department of the Interior? 
On the scale of thirty-seven miles to the 
inch, it is crowded with information, both 
historical and modern, showing the Louisi- 
ana Purchase, the Indian reservations, Na- 








tional Parks, and a wealth of other perti- 
nent facts. 

Space does not permit a detailed account 
of the many types of maps available from 
the Government—topographic and geolog- 
ic surveys by the U.S. Geological Survey; 
coastal and aeronautical charts by the U.S. 
Coast and Geodetic Survey and the USS. 
Hydrographic Office; road maps by the 
Public Roads Administration; soil maps by 
the Department of Agriculture, which also 
issued the splendid Agricultural Atlas of 
the United States; forest maps by the Na- 
tional Forest Service—the list is unending. 
These maps are inexpensive and some are 
for free distribution. 

A very welcome addition in the field of 
cartography is the Olson and Whitmarsh 
book Foreign Maps. Beginning with a 
brief summary of the main map series of 
the United States as a basis of comparison 
with foreign maps, it goes on to include 
methods in interpreting foreign surveys, 
the various index systems and grids in use, 
and the signs and symbols employed. The 
diversity of the latter emphasizes the 
necessity of having more international 
agreements on the uniformity of map 
symbols. Figures 8-12 compare methods 
used by the various countries to show such 
common things as cities, towns and vil- 
lages, drainage, boundaries, and certain 
cultural symbols such as for mines, light- 
houses, churches, etc. A standard scheme 
for indexing large-scale maps is also 
greatly needed. Chapter V is devoted to a 
glossary of foreign map terms which will 
prove invaluable in interpreting topo- 
graphic maps. Also useful is a list of the 
catalogs and reports issued by the prin- 
cipal foreign mapping agencies and a brief 
summary of the characteristics of the 
maps in question. 


Map Projections 
Those interested in maps are usually in- 


terested in map construction, and there 
are several new books on that subject. 
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A new edition of an old standard has 
been issued by the U.S. Coast and Geodetic 
Survey (Special Publication No. 205, 1943, 
Cartography; a review guide for the con- 
struction and use of maps and charts. 65c). 
It is a technical discussion of classification 
and analysis, compilation of material, map 
projections, and the technique of map con- 
struction. 

A more popular treatment of this highly 
technical subject will be found in David 
Greenhood’s Down to Earth. In this book 


the student, as well as the layman, is given. 


a thorough survey in the theory, construc- 
tion, and actual drawing of maps, with a 
study of the various projections and meth- 
ods in use—one of the best books on this 
subject. 

World Maps and Globes, by Irving Fish- 
er and O. M. Miller, is a pocket-sized, 
clear, concise discussion of maps and map 
projections. The profuse illustrations are 
finely drawn and show a new and success- 
ful method of judging relative distortion. 
An interesting and illuminating addition 
to the book is a thirty-six question quiz. 
A very good mental picture of the world 
is needed to answer them correctly. 





Historical Atlases 


Finally, mention should be made of a 
few recent historical atlases, all of the 
United States. 

Chief among them is the Historical Atlas 
of the United States, by Clifford L. Lord 
and Elizabeth H. Lord, the worst defect of 
which is that war restrictions have necessi- 
tated printing it on poor paper, a defect 
which can easily be remedied in future 
editions. The social and economic develop- 
ment of this country is clearly shown par- 
allel to its political history, both by maps 
and by statistical appendixes. Students of 
American history will find this atlas in- 
valuable. 

A noteworthy publication has appeared 
under the editorship of James Truslow 
Adams, the Atlas of American History. 
This was compiled under the advisory 
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council of fifteen scholars; the map draft- 
ing was supervised by over sixty histo- 
rians. Presumably the historians were of 
stronger will than the cartographers, for 
only two of the 147 maps give the coordi- 
nates. This is a great handicap for the 
librarian who has to find a historical loca- 
tion in a hurry and read it over the tele- 
phone! However, the maps are clear and 
simple, arranged chronologically and deal 
only with historical facts, not geography, 
as there are no maps giving physical fea- 
tures or population distribution. The atlas 


aims to “interpret our history through the 
location of places as they actually existed 
and exactly where they existed at a given 
time,” to quote from the foreword, and 
therefore it is a valuable guide to names 
no longer in use. 

None of these historical atlases takes the 
place of Paullin and Wright’s Atlas of the 
Historical Geography of the United States, 
which will long be a standard in the fields 
of geography and history. History is so 
influenced by geography that the study of 
one without the other is incomplete.

Statistics show that research libraries in the 
U.S. double in size every 16 years. The solu- 
tion offered to problems of acquisition and 
maintenance arising from this growth is the 
use of micro-cards, standard size catalog cards 
with the contents of the book micro-printed 
on the back, that would be used in place of 
the books themselves. The author states that 
up to 250 pages can be reduced to the size of 
one card. He outlines details of processes and 
use, indicates types of material for micro- 
cards, and suggests a division-of-fields of ma- 
terial basis for cooperating libraries. While 
the micro-card plan may not affect public 
libraries to any great extent and is not in- 
tended entirely to supplant book collections 
in research libraries, it is a challenging in- 
novation for any library or institution faced 
with the problem of a greatly expanding stock 
of books, pamphlets, records, or other matter.

He spent much of his long life in Rome, first 
as a portrait painter, later as British consul. 
The descriptions of Roman life in the nine- 
teenth century, particularly of the English 
colony there, as well as of the artistic and 
literary set in London, add to the interest and 
value of the book. While not important, it will 
be enjoyed by students of English literature 
and by inveterate biography readers.

BOOKLIST QUESTIONNAIRE 


In an effort to learn how satisfactorily THz Book ist is meeting the needs of sub- 
scribers, a questionnaire was sent out last spring, as was announced in the February 
15 issue. It went to a sampling of subscribers, representing public, school, and col- 
lege libraries, to library schools and state commissions, and to some committee mem- 
bers. The response was prompt, and librarians were generous with their comment. 
We are appreciative of their approval and their constructive criticism, and some 
results will, we hope, be apparent in THE BookLIstT. 

In general, subscribers find THe Book ist satisfactory, and do not want any radical 
change. Agreement that it should continue to serve small and medium size libraries 
was almost unanimous. The majority voted for considered reviews rather than hasty 
appraisals made after reading books in galleys, since these notes would necessarily 
lack data about format, illustrations, bibliographies, and L.C. numbers. The in- 
clusion of films and recordings was considered a possible feature for the future when 
equipment is more available, but not necessary at present. Neither is a cumulated 
quarterly index essential at present. More indication of reading difficulty is needed, 
particularly by school librarians. The specific requests most frequently expressed 
were for more technical books, fiction, and children’s books, and more attention to 
literature for adolescents. To meet these requests some new arrangements are 
being made. 

It is hoped that technical books can be chosen and annotated by a technical librar- 
ian, for only a person in touch with the people who use the books can do this ade- 
quately. The lists of children’s books and fiction will be increased, as far as can be 
done without lowering the standards which most libraries maintain. Instead of an 
annual list of young people’s reading there will be four lists, two prepared by 
librarians working with young people in public libraries and two by school librarians. 

The need for speedier listing of all books is apparent, but books are slow in com- 
ing from the publishers and the printing of THE Book ist is also slower now, due to 
wartime conditions. THE BookLisT office, aware both of the need and of the difficul- 
ties of meeting it, is doing what it can, whenever it can, to list books at the earliest 
possible moment. For the present it asks the subscribers’ indulgence.
